One of the signed affidavits given

“T was sleeping. I woke up be- 
cause I heard a lot of noise.

Sinarquists

MEXICO CITY, June 22.—In a 
shocking attack against a leading 
member of the United Nations, the 
pro-fascist National Union of 
Sinarquists today slandered both 
Soviet Ambassador Constantine 
Oumansky and Mexican Commu- 
nists here as being jointly respon- 
sible for the recent crop of strikes 
in the large American-owned min- 
ing and metal companies, 


People here were amazed at the 


fascists’ charges, since everybody 
knows that the strikes are purely 
the result of a bull-headed ap- 
proach by the mining owners. 

Meanwhile, three of the mining 
concerns settled their strike dis- 
putes on Wednesday, with the 
workers receiving a fixed increase 
of 75 centavos on their scaled 
wages. Those companies that 
reached an agreement with the 
workers are the Real del Monte, El 
Potosi and San Luis Mining Com- 
panies. Ten other large concerns 
are still inactive while negotiations 
proceed. 

The fascist publication, El Sinar- 
quista, this week accused “the Com- 
munists, and particularly Ambassa- 
dor Oumansky, of being responsible 
for organizing and directing strikes 
which have increased recently. 

This organ of the fifth column- 
ists presented no proof, but neither 
have the large reactionary dailies 
which have also taken part in this 
campaign of provocation and slan- 
der. It has grown so vicious that 
the Minister of Interior was com- 
pelled to warn them.
